II... kne» tlmre was llttl.. to fear 
from human enemlen, tor tliey were 
riding (ar enough east of the Banta Fe 
trail to be out of the path of raiding

tn their Baddies, the riders let them 
go, and they never stopped until bellv 
deep In the stream, their noses buried. 
The men shivered In their saddles, 

until, at In.st satlRfied. the ponies con- 
Benlfd to be forced hack up the bank, 
where they nibbled at the short tufts 
o( herbage, but in a manner expres- 
sive o( weariness. Keith fiung him- 
self on tl:e Krouiid, every muscle of 
.•iIb body acliiiiB, M.-i e.\i.oKcd (lesb hiill 
smarting from the hail of sand 
through whieh they had passed. 

He had not the Bllghtest conception 
as to where they were, except he 
kaew tills Miiist be the Salt Fork. Ut- 
terly c<infused by the maze of shifting 
dunes, through whose Intricacies they 
bud somehow found pussuge, the black- 
nesB of the night yielded no clue Wi lo 
their point of emergence.
